CARLTON HILLY ER'S REMINISCENCES. 


Une of Mr. Grady’sa Classmates Talks About 
Him. 

Mr. Carlton Hillyer, who lived at Athens 
during Mr. Grady’s boyhood and who was 
his classmate at cellege, has given an Augusta 
Chronicle reporter some interesting reminisi- 
cences of his Beyhood. In the course of his 


talk he said: 

“My father removed to Walton county from 
Athens in the fifties and went to congress, and 
wag afterward solicitor of the treasury In 
Washington When we returned to Athens 
from ¥ibetoh in 1860 was the first time J 
remember to Wave known Henry Grady. a 
remembet the firs} time I ever saw him. rhe 
boys in Athens were in the habit of going in 
swimming at Trail creek which runs into the 
Ocence river at the lower bridge at Athens. — 

“As approached the wash hole 1 heara 
different boys callingout, ‘look here Henry 
Grady;’ *Wateh this, Henry Grady,’ and 80 
on, and I was atonce impressed with the idea: 
That must be & fellow of some Importance as 
they are trying to gain his approval and com- 
mendation. Tremember his beautiful form 
and face as heswam in the water that after- 
noon. He was always a leaderin everything 
he went.into. In every kind of gaine, foot- 
batl, shinny, baseball, which was just coming 
into vogue, he wasat the head. Atone time 
i remember him as captain of a military com- 
pany of his little fellows armed with broom- 
sticks, tin horns or some mimic weapons. 

“tie and Charlies Dougherty, who was after- 
wards a prominent member of congress from 
Florida. used to speak the dialogue between 
Brutus and Cassius with tine effect. 

“T remeinber him now as he looked in his 
white pants and short round about black jacket 
with brass buttons. His face has changed 
about as little asany man lever knew. A 
little stouter, but otherwise the same boyish 
face. Lhe gracious dower of boyhood ail his 
lie lingered on hig brow. 

“When the war ended and the college was 
re-opened January, 1566, Grady entered the 
sophomore andI the senicr.class. He stood 
well in his class; always inastered his lessons 
easily and always had a speaker's place in Lis 
class. He first learned that he could speak in 
a temperance sooiety of which we wero mem- 
bers. Ile spoke straight out from his heart. yj 

“The first time he was awakened to his ea 
pacity asa speaker was one day when I fol- 
lowed him, and began with the expression 
that ‘‘Mr. Grady’s remarks were keenly origi- 
nal.”’ He seemed struck and greatly pleased 
with the phrase and has since often mentioned 
ittome and said it first impressed upon him 
the value of being original in thought and ex- 
pression. 

‘There was agreat revivalin Athens in the 
fall of 1866, and Henry Grady was deeply af- 
fected and joined the Methodist church. His 
example was followed by many others, and I 
suppose the effects of that revival have never 
died out. Henry Grady was naturally a 
religious man in all his feeling and tempera- 
ment. 

‘‘tLis first great hit before the public was at 
the commencement of 1867. Loth the Phi 
Kappa and Demosthenian societies had public 
perforinances, and Grady was choseu to speak 
for the Phi Kappas. His subject was ‘'Cas- 
tlesinthe Air’ in which he attempted to 
show the practical utility of living in the land 
of dreams and bnilding air castles as a source 
of genuine happiness and of lofty ideals. 

The speech was full of that pathos, wit and 
eloqueace which have made him famous; and 
instead of the gsual tittering and inattention

The Memory of Henry W. Grady Will Be 
Perpetuated by the People of Eis Na- 
tive State—The Movement Begun. 


Pursuant to the call published in yesterday's 
Constitution for a meeting of the young men 
uf the city to inaugurate the work of building 
a monument to the memory of Mr. Henry W. 
Grady, about ahundred young men met in 
the editoria] rooms of THE CONSTITUTION at 
ten o’clock. 

The meeting was held in the room which, 
until a few days ago, was occupied by Mr. 
Grady and in which less than two weeks ago 
he began the work of building a monument to 
the memory of Jefferson Davis. 

Theroom was not near large enough to hold 
the crowd assembled, which gathered around 
the doors, eager to participate in the move- 
ment to build a wunument to the man who, 
above allin Atlanta, was looked upon as the 
young man’s friend. There were young law- 
yers, physicians, merchants, railroad men, and 
indeed all classes of business wore represented 
at the meeting. 

The expression of those present was a beau- 
tiful tribute to tholove of the young men for 
Mr. Grady. Of all those present there was 
probably not one who had not received some 
kindness at his hands, or to whom a word of 
encouragement had not fallen from the lips of 
him whose memory they were assembled to 
honor. 

There were many eyes inthe room dimmed 
with tears as one-or another of {hose present 
spoke feclingly of the noble heart and good 
deeds ef Mr. Grady. 

Mr. Clark Howell called the meeting to or- 
der and suggested Mr. Charies S. Northen as 
chairman of the meeting, stating that the 
meeting had been called thrangh the efforts of 
Mr. Northen and that his activity in the work 
entitled him to the most-prominent place. The 
nomination was generaily seconded and Mr. 
Northen was unanimously chosen. Mr. How- 
ell was then chosen secretary of the meeting. 

Mr. Burton Smith moved that a committee 
of nine be appointed to have general direction 
of the work of raising the fund for the build- 
ing of the monumeut and to take charge of all 
other maiters pertaining therete. 

This resolution was unaslimously adopted, 
after having been so amended that the commit- 
tee should consist of fifteen, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum, with the chairman of the 
meeting asthe chairman of the committee, 
aud also authorizing tho committes to confer 
with any other asseciations that might engage 
in a Similar work, and giving it full power to 
act 

This was agreed to after suggestions from 
several members that it wonid be best for the 
young men not tociaim this work as entirely 
their own, but to have them enlist other asso- 
ciations in assisting in the work for whichthe 
L been called. Messrs. Burton Smith 
k Smith, Hamilton Doug- 
las, Aleck King and J. J. Falvey made short 
talks as tothe mode of procedure, all, how- 
ever, agreeing that the right thing to do was 
to go tou work at once, and give the people the 
onportunity of subscribing to the fund which 
the young men had undertaken to raise. 

Mr. W. P. ifill made a suggestion that it 
would be well for the meetiug to ses that -Mr. 
Grady’s mother was we!l provided for before 
it preceeded with the work of building the 
monument. He thought that the interest on 
the money which might be received should be 
given to her during her lifetime and that at 
her death the fund should be put ina monu- 
ment to Mr. Grady’s memory. 

Mr. Clark Howell, Jr., stated that he had 
lost the best friend he had on earth outside of 
his own family. In his boyhood the strong 
hand of Mr. Grady had been placed under 
him and it was kept there until his fatal 
illness. He had stood by him, and pushed him 
forward with words of encouragement, and in 
more substantial ways, and as Mr. Grady had 
been to him, so would he be to Mr. Grady’s 
son. As to Mr. Grady’s mother, 
wife amd daughter, they would be 
cared for, and his co-workers om THE Con- 
STITUTION would see. that they should not 
want. He stated that a movement was al- 
ready on foot to publish Mr. Grady’s writings 
and speeches in a mensorial volume, which

Calling to Mr. Northen 
he took him to one side and told him that all 
the money he hvd in the world was one dollar 
andahalf. This he had saved from his earn 
ings to buy Christmas present for his little 
daughter, but he insisted on Mr. Northen 
taking the dollar for the monument, ‘I¢ wil] 
dome more good to put it there,” he said 
“and I wish it was a thousand times that 
much.’’ 

Mr. Frank O’Bryan had just such another 
touching experience with a woman who works 
for her own and her children’s support.

GEORGIA MOVED. 


They All Loved Henry Grady, They All Ap- 
preciate His Great Worth, and They All 
Grieve Oyer His Bier. 


So many and so interesting were the tele- 
grams received from all parts of the state 
and the south last night, that Tur Constiru- 
TION finds it impossible to print them all. 
In every town and hamlet the feeling was as 
if a personcal friend had been taken away. 
Public meetings wero held, and resolutions of 
the most tender character were passed. Del 
egations were appointed to attend the funeral 
today. 

Two facts stand out prominent in the 
expressions of opinions given--that Mr. 
Grady was looked upon as the man who 
called the people away from the ashes of war, 
and enthused them for the work of the 
future; and that he had wound himself 
60 closely around the hearts of the people 
that each one felt that he knew him. 

The meeting held yesterday in Columbus 
was called to order by Mayor D. P. Dozier, 
and in doing so he made some eloquent re- 
marks fitting to the occasion.

In the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, hisalma mater, he was the 
pride of the college boys, and by none was he 
beloved so much as by the nineteen boys com- 
posing the Eta chapter of the Chi Phi fra- 
ternity, the secret society to which Mr. Grady 
belonged while in the university. It was in 
the halls of this society that his happiest col- 
lege days were «spent, and the telegram 
aunouncing his death fell upon none 
with as heavy a weight as upou the hearts of 
these, the members of his fraternity. They 
ali idolized him, and it was with reason that 
they did. It was Mr. Grady, assisted by Mr. 
Peter W. Meldrim, Mr. J. H. Rucker, Mr. A.

Negro Woman Sues Her Former 
Master, 

Kansas City, December 24.—-A unique 
case was decided in the probate court of 
Cooper county today and it was that of a col- 
ored woman who had just discovered that she 
is a free woman and not a slave and who 
brought suit against her late master’s estate 
for $1,400 wages. 

At the commencement of the war James 
Hickman, now the wealthiest farmer in the 
county, bought a negro slave in the market 
and took her to his farm as a sewing 
maid. Since thattime she has never been 
allowed to go beyond the bounds of the farm. 
In her petition she alleged that she had been 
permitted to hold converse with none of her 
race, and none of the family were ever per- 
mitted to tell her the results of the war. 
When her old master died three weeks ago 
she ran away to Boonville, and while there 
heard that the slaves had been emancipated 
and she was free. She told her story to Law- 
yer Evans, and he brought suit to recover 
$1,400 from Hickman’s estate. The court de- 
cided for the plaintiff, and allowed one-half of ' 
the amount claimed.

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| OUR BORDER MEXICANS. 


Characteristics of the Happy Peasants of the 
Southwest. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Along a zone of our soythwest border, from 
the Gulf of California to Corpus Christi,on the 
Texas coast, is found a type of being that is 
almost an anomaly, even among our OWn COS 
mopolitan classes. The border Mexican, or 
‘“oreaser,” has no nation, yet he is distinctly 
local. He is the evolution of that arid and sun- 
kissed belt characterized by flora and fauna as 
acrimonious and as shaggy as himself and best 
exemplified by the cactus, the coyote, and the 
burro. You cannot accuse nature of making 
a mistake in his creation, for he is an adap- 
tation that rises superior to adversity. You 
will find him picturesque and, when better 
known, not all bad. This Mexican is far be- 
low the nation’s representative, yet he is not 
the degraded peon ‘or serf of the land. 
He is rather what the peon has become in 
the two generations he has enjoyed the free- 
dom of our government, if not wiser, at least 
legsservile. Heis generally admitted to be 
tWf6 result of a fusion for some centuries of the 
Spaniard with that mild type of semi-civil- 
ized Indian of the Cortez conquests, but is 
nearer the Spaniard, whose beautiful lan- 
guage, furthersoftened into a dialect, he still 
retains. This may be duc to laziness, but is 
more probably from the liquid movement of 
Indian speech peculiar to some of the south- 
ern tribes, as shown by the present language 
of the Pimas and Maricopas of southern Ari- 
zona. 

The Mexicans are the happiest of contented 
creatures and though poverty is their universal 
heritage they have no wants. Jean Jacques 
Rosseau must have been among a similar peas- 
ant class in Italy, when he wrote so truthfully, 
that, ‘‘He onlyisfree who wants nothing be- 
yond what he can get and does harmlessly as he 
pleases.’”’ There are two classes of Mexican 
peasants, the Labradoes and the Rancheros. 
The former arc the milder,simpler people found 
sprinkled along thesmall canyons and valleys 
on little plotsof bottom land adjacent and ir- 
rigated by simple or community ditches 
called acequias, which lead from the streams. 
winding along the bank in a gradual way 
till the stream’s lower level will permit them 
finally to wander over the bottom. They 
bridge no arroyas, build no dams, arches or 
culverts, and use only nature’s level, water, 
to givethe grade required for their canals. 
In engineering ability they are as far behind 
the Aztecs, who once inhabited this valley, as 
are the present Egyptians behind their an- 
cestors under Menes. 

A plotofa few acres supports an entire 
family of a dozen, exclusive of dogs—as many 
more. First a crop of melons and cebada 
(melons and barley); later a crop of frejoics 
and calabazas (Mexican beans and pumpkins). 
A little pepper and onions and their commis- 
sary iscomplete. The Rancheros have more 
or less cattle, ponies, sheep or goats, are less 
local in their tastes and are more hardy, so 
that it is among them that is sometimes found 
that outlaw element that has made ‘*Greaser’’ 
the synonym for bandit and_ has 
stamped the race as thieving and treacherous. 
This character is partly the result of a tradi- 
tional sentiment—-a spirit of adventurous re« 
sistance to tyranny. Onthe Mexican side a 
man who evades their outrageous taxes and 
customs is a hero; one killedin an attempt to 
do so, amartyr. The government only is the 
robber. The men are fine horsemen, of the 
firm yet easy border seat, always using that 
instrument of torture. the bocada, or 
Spanish bit, in the control of their ponies.

as a vice of civilization, an unnatural pleasure -

Forthey are poetic; there is a perfume of 
romance in the songs found in the poorest 
‘‘jacal;’’ a sensuous softness that our 
language cannot render. I recall once being 
ata ‘‘baile,’’ where in the interval betwee) 
the dances [ asked one of the young ladies to 
give usa Mexican song, which she did to an 
accompaniment on the guitar. It was exquis- 
itely soft, though I cou!d only catch enough 
of the Spanish to know that its theme was 
love. When the’ piece was finished she 
wanted us to return the courtesy by a song in 
English. We hasiencd to avow with the 
usual frankness in such casés, that we could 
not sing, but the girl evidently did not believe 
us, aud would sing no more for us in spite of 
entreaty. 

The ladies are served from the- same glass 
taking the merest sip, a claret giass sufficing 
for a half dozen. At 12 o'clock supper is 
served under an arbor of cottonwoods, which 
shades the running acequia. This midnight 
lunch consists usually of chicken, good coffee 
some bad pastry and such strictly Mexican 
dishes as chilis con corne (translate literally 
and you have it—pepper seasoned with 
meat), tomales, portillas and  encilladoes 
familiar to all our first class northern restau- 
rants. After supper dancing is resumed till 
day, when all seek a siesta, I was surprised 
that among a people so tanacious to custom in 
domestic matters education should have made 
any progress; yet most of the children can 
read Spanish—especially the girls. Here is 
the library I found in a very poor 
acal, where only the young lady and her 

rother could read. A Douay Bibte. a 
Catechism, ‘‘Peter Parley’s Universal His- 
tory,’’ a Peruvian fifth reader anda copy of 
‘“‘Bossuet,’’ translated into Spanish from the 
French; this latter has evidently been the 
gift of some padre or Jesuit, as there are few 
Americans here who would care or know about 
the bishopof Meaux. Miss Manuelita Gay- 
ordo had read them all and believed in their 
contents with a faith that carried one back 
three centuries.

Recorder 1 entered my protest against what I 
thought to bean insult to southern Baptists. A 
northern layman, M. W. Vance, speaking for the 
American Buptist Pubiication society, has rep! ed 
to my communication through the columns of the 
Recorder. 

He says “We northern Baptists are interested in 
our colored brethren tor whose freedom we shed so 
much blood. * * * Therefore nothing could give 
our churches, generally, greater satisfaction than to 
have our society to secure articles from cultivated 
negroes tor the Baptist Teacher. That after bav- 
ing asked these-colored scholiars to write for the 
Teacher and published their names among the con- 
tributors, our society would succumb to the sense- 
less and un-Christian race prejudice of the southern 
whites, and offer these gentlemen the insultof re- 
fusing to publish theirarticies in the Teacher, is 
impossible.

STATE HOUSE GOSSIP, 


Pardons were granted yesterday by Gov- 
ernor Gordon to the foilowing conyicts: Jack

There pedestrians pusbed and el - 
bowed their way with difticulty, and in front 
of the various show windows, where special 
attractions had been prepared, children and 
many grown folks monopolized the width of 
the sidewalks and part of the streef. 

Every sort of article imaginable was bought, 
and when the stores closed last night their 
stocks of holiday goods were pretty well run 
down, The little ones, who had been saving 
their nickels and dimes since Santa Claus last 
came, vied with each otber in seeing which 
could buy the most with the least money. 

‘‘Me dot mamma a picture, and Willie a 
horse, and pappa a hank'cheef, and sistera 
pretty ring, and, and—oh, me dot lots o’ 
things,’ a little tot was saying, as she came 
out of a store, with a half dozen others, carry- 
ing as many packages as her little arms would 
hold. 

A great many people, of course, did all their 
buying several days ago, but nearly all the big 
wholesale houses and manufactories closed at 
noon yesterday, giving thousands a chance to 
buy their presents, 

The merchants say that a larger amount of 
Christmas goods have been sold this year than 
during any previous holiday season. The 
buvers have generally selected more valuable 
articles than heretofore, which shows a pros 
perous condition of affairs. ; 

Today the stores will be closed, and every- 
body will observe the day. Services will be 
held at ali the churches, and at St Luke’s and 
St. Philip’s extensive programmes have been 
prepared. 

Quite a large number will spend Christmas 
in the woods with gun anddog. Yesterday 
hunting outfits and ammunition were in de- 
mand, and a number of parties were made up 
for the day’s hunt. 

A great many fireworks have been sold, and 
these will add to the amusement of the small 
boy today.

4 Whole Community of Negroes Probably 
Implicated in the Assassinatton of a 
White Merchant. 


Aveusta, Ga., December 24.—[Special, }— 
Nows of a wretched murder at Martin’s Sta- 
tion, S. C., on the Port Royal railroad, is re 
ceived with regret in Augusta, is the victim. 
Mr. Robert Martin, was well known here. 
Young Robert Martin, twenty-five years old, 
is the son of Major William A. Martin, of 
Martins’, 8. C., a first cousin of Mr. William 
Martin, teller of the Georgia railroad bank of 
‘his city. 

YOUNG MARTIN KEPT A STORE 
at Martin’s, S. C., and ran a farm near by. As 
he was going from his store home Saturday 
night, he was shot in the back by an unknown 
party, but suspicion points to a negro, Peter 
Bell, who, together with Harrison Jotnson 
and two or three others, is under arrest. 
At the inquest, which was held Sunday, Har- 
rison Johnson and his wife testified to having 
passed young Martin in the road on his way 
home. He.wason horseback and Bell was 
riding behind him onan ox, They were talk- 
ing together as they passed. A few minutes 
later they heard the report of a gun in the. di- 
rection they had gone, and heard some one 
cry out, ‘‘My God, you have killed me.” 
Johnson’s wife testified that she started in the 
direction to see 
WHAT WAS THE MATTER, 
but ber husband said it was just some drunken 
negro kicking up a fuss, aud for her to go on 
in the house. A negro told on 
a neighboring plantation that they 
had Bell arrested for killing 
Mr. Martin, and had him guarded at Mr. Mar- 
tin’s place. He told this an hour or two be- 
fore anybody suspected Bell, or knew any of 
the circumstances. This, with other facts, 
pointed *«o knowledge among the negroes of 
the assassivation. and several are under arrest.
